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Status of the Claims 



Claims 1-51 have been presented for examination. 



Election/Restrictions 



Applicant's election of group I, claims 1-24, species (a) cells or tissue, and species (b) 
immune stimulating agent, in Paper No. 7, filed 1 1 March 2003 is acknowledged. Because 
applicant did not distinctly and specifically point out the supposed errors in the restriction 
requirement, the election has been treated as an election without traverse (MPEP § 818.03(a)). 



The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly claiming the 
subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

Claims 4-5 and 12-14 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. 

Claim 4-5 recite that the molecules include solvent separable material which does not 
make sense. Perhaps it is intended that the molecules are contained in a solvent that is separable 
from the molecules. However, the molecules themselves cannot contain solvent. 

Claims 12-14 recite the limitation "electrode releasable material" in lines 1-2. There is 
insufficient antecedent basis for this limitation in the claim.

Other references cited by examiner but not relied upon are cited to establish the state of 

the art. 

While the cited references establish that it is known in the art to use electroporation to 
introduce therapeutic molecules into cells, none of the relied upon references teaches coating the 
electrodes electrostatically with the therapeutic agent. 

Claims 1-3,6-11 and 15-24 are allowed.
